BANKER SAID SO. TOO 


William Sacks and Hugh M. 
Thomasson Had to Wire 
Banks for Freedom. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Nov. 26.— 
William Sacks, a St. Louis lawyer, 
and Hugh W,. Thomasson, secretary 
of the Mound City Floor and Art Co., 
will.carry nothing but crisp new 
money in their purses the next time 
they visit Oklahoma. When Sacks 
and Thomasson went to the Frisco 
ticket office last night to buy tickets 
to St. Louis they tendered in pay- 


ment a $20 bill of the series of 1863. 

Practically nothing but new money 
circulates in Oklahoma—new. bills, 
new dollars, new dimes, new pennies. 

“Counterfeit, sure as I’m alive,” 
whispered the ticket agent as he re- 
solved himself into a junior Sherlock 
Holmes. 

The cashier watched Sacks and 
Thomasson return to their hotel. Then 
he took the bill around to the presi- 
dent of the Night and Day Bank. The 
bank president also pronounced the 
bill a counterfeit. Then the railroad 
agent sought out United States Dis- 
trict Attorney John Embry, who never 
having seen any old money himself 
and being no currency expert, ordered 
Sacks and Thomasson apprehended 
on suspicion. 

Arrested at Hotel. 

Policemen went down to the hotel 
and found Sacks and Thomasson sit- 
ting in the lobby smoking. 

“Come on with me, you counter- 
feiters,” the policemen said. 

Arguments availed nothing and Sacks 
and Thomasson were taken to the police 
station, where they sat on benches all 
night. They were kept there until noon 
today, when they were taken to the of- 
fice of the United.States Commissioner 
for a preliminary. hearing. They man- 
aged to get a few telegrams away to 
St. Louis, and by the time the hearing 
Was well under way Sacks had received 
a telegram from the Mechanics-National 
Bank showing that he has $26,000 on 
deposit there. The bank telegraphed 
him a mite of $4000 to help him out of 
his trouble. 

“A man who has-$26,000 in a St. Louis" 
bank certainly doesn’t have to pass 
counterfeit money,'’ declared the Com- 
missioner as he ordered Sacks and 
Thomasson released. 


Trunks Searched, Pajamas Found. 

In the meantime an expert had been 
found who knew something about old 
money. , He declared the bill to be per- 
fectly good, the only thing against it 
being its age. Sacks and Thomasson 
both said they had accepted the bill in 
the ordinary run of business transac- 
tions, and had not even noticed that it 
was of ancient design. 

While Sacks and Thomasson were 
in the police station their trunks 
were searched for counterfeiting out- 
fits, but nothing more suspicious 
than silk pajamas were found. 

Sacks was for many years a de- 
partment head in the 8St.;Louls Post- 
office, and was once a Republican 
candidate for Congress. He has been 
active in St. Louis political and. civic 
affairs for several years, and was 
once president of the Twenty-seventh 
Ward Improvement Association. He 
is a law partner of Otto F. Karbe, 
secretary of the Million Population 
Club.

The association received Saturday 
from the public bulldings’ . collections 
and employes in St. Louis institutions a 
total of $24,708.97, while last year $29,- 
385.58 was received from the same 
sources., Of the 1600 lists sent out to 
employers, only 3240 have been reported. 
Today collections will be taken up in 
the churches. 

A. L. Shapleigh, one of the members 
of the Executive Board of the associa- 
tion, expressed the opinion that the 
business men of St. Louis had been 
called upon to make such heavy con- 
tributions to the anti-prohibition cam- 
paign fund that they found it necessary 
to decrease their gifts to the hospital 
association. 

Contributors Were Fewer. 

The total number of contributors yes- 
terday was but 66,189, as compared with 
77,453 last year, a decrease of 21,264. The 
auecrease in the number of contributors, 
as well as in the amount of the contri- 
butions, may have been due partly to 
the fact that the workers confined them- 
selves closely to the buildings and ho- 
tels to which they were assigned, white 
in other years they went on the streets 
and stopped passersby. 

That many of the contributions, were 
small was shown by the count of the 
money collected at Union Station. The 
workers turned in 2813 nickles, 2061 dimes 
and 1628 quarters from Union Station. 

The heaviest collection for the day 
was taken at Union Station, which, 
however, showed a big decrease from 
last year. Yesterday’s collection at 
Union Station amounted to but $1269.10, 
as compared with $2083.00 last year. 

Big Buildings Were Generous, 

The second largest contribution was 
taken at the Syndicate Trust: building, 
where the workers gathered  n a total 
of $1190.21, and where last year they col- 
lected only $964.22. The collections at 
the Postoffice and the 14 substations ag- 
gregated $1101.14, of which $369.83 was 
collected at the main office, Last year 
the collections from the Postoffice butld- 
ings reached only $699.65. 

The Security building wag the only 
other office bullding to exceed the $1000 
mark, its total contribution to the fund 
being $1008.26. The Pierce building made 
a fairly good showing with a contribu- 
tion of $576.23. The Third National Bank 
bullding showed a collection of $953.03, 
prectically double its collection of last 
year. |

In: 10 years of daily and nightly 
toil he achieved the following results: 
He arose from messenger boy to pay-

at St. Louis University and was ad- 
mitted to the bar. He became a bril- 
liant performer upon the violin. He 
accumulated $7000 by economy and 
fortunate investments. 

Then nature exacted her toll for the 
tasks he had laid upon his soul and 
body. A year ago he suffered a nerv- 
ous breakdown. A month ago a sim- 
llar collapse visited him. As the crown- 
ing tragedy in the career he had 
planned, his eyes grew so weak that he 
could read only with the aid of pow- 
erful lenses. At the age of 23 years he 
feared he was going blind. 

Resigns Before Ending Life. 

Barriers which all his zeal could not 
surmount: had arisen in his path. At 
1 o’clock yesterday afternoon, in the 
hearing of his sister, Miss Estelle A. 
Berger, he shot himself through the 
heart. A volume of Schopenhauer was 
beside him.

Pearl McKiernan in Hospital 
Grieves That She Cannot 
Aid the Others. 





HAD WORKED 2 YEARS 


Mother, Preparing to Return 
to Work, Worries Only for 
Daughter. 


Badly blistéred and swathed in ban- 
dages, the hands of i¢-year-old Pear’ 
McKiernan are unable to do the tasks 
that for two years have supported her- 
self and her mother and three younger 
sisters. The girl’s family, deprived of 
her wages of $5.20 a week, must face 
the problem of living on $10 a month 
until she recovers, if she does, from 
serious burns received when a gasoline 
tank in the U. 8. Incandescent Lamp 
Co.’s plant exploded Friday. 

The girl is now at St. Anthony’a Hos- 
pital suffering agonies, but is hopeful 
that she will saon be able to return to 
her work. 

At Pearl's home a family council has 
resolved that her mother, Mrs. Mattie 
McKiernan, must again seek employ- 
ment in a laundry where she worked 
for some time after the death of her 
husband, Frank McKiernan, several 
years ago. The care of the home, 2814 
Clark avenue, and of Pearl's youngest 
sistere—May, 11, and Blanche, 8 years 
old—will fall to Annabelle, aged 14. 

When Mrs. McKiernan's husband 
died his life insurance was barely suf- 
ficient to pay his funeral expenses 
and a few debts incurred during” his 
Sickness. Mrs. McKiernan found a 
Place in a laundry and Pearl became 

a “little mother” to her younger sis- 
— When she was 14 years old 
Pearl begged her mother to quit the 
laundry in her favor. Until last An- 
gust Pearl remained at this work, re- 
ceiving $4 or $5 a week. Then she 
found employment with the U. 8. In- 
candescent Lamp Co. 

Family Pays $14 Rent. | 

From a total of a few cents less 
than $31 a month the McKiernans 
ha've paid $14 a month for the four 
rooms which they occupy on the 
fourth floor of the tenement on Clark 
avenue. With the remainder—an av- 
erage of slightly mote than 64 a 
week—they have had to buy food and 
elothing and fuel for five persons. 

Amusements were beyond Pearl, 
her mother and sisters. The only 
pleasure they could afford was an 
evening now and then in a nickel- 
odeon. They have never been to the 
theater or to the summer gardens. 

Mrs.'McKiernan’s four rooms were 
clean and orderly whén a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter visited her yesterday. 
fiere and there were evident at- 
tempts at brightening their home by 
pictures and small bric-a-brac. 

“I shall get a place in a laundry 
until Pearl is well,” Mrs. McKiernan 
said. “Annabelle is able to care for 
the house and her sisters. Pearl was 
a great help to me after my husband 
died and Annabelle will be just as 
good now. I have hati a lot of 
trouble, but things might have been 
worse. My children are a comfort to 
me. Pearl is the best girl in the 
world. She has never run around 
and is content to stay with me and 
her sisters. — 


Fears for Her Daughter. 
“I don’t know what caused the ex- 


plosion at the lamp company’s mace. 
It worries me to Know that Pear! is 
suffering so much. She was~scalded 
on the legs six years ago when a 
pan of boiling water was /upset on 
her,. and.I’m afraid the burns she 
has. just received may cripple ‘her. 

“If Pearl gets well and I can get 
something to do, I shall not com- 
plain.” 

The explosion in which the girl was 
injured occurred just before quitting 
time at the plant of the United States 
Incandescent Lamp Co. at 201 South 
Jefferson -avenue. The apparatus 
which'she was using to test’'a lamp 
set fire to a. bottle of benzine “on 
her desk. 

In an instant she was enveloped in 
flames. Walter E. Bryan of 4567 
West Belle terrace, and George Budde 
of 4143 Schiller place, fellow em- 
ployes, were burned in saving Pearl's 
life. They caught her in their arms 
and smothered the flames.

Moreover, the board 
appointed by President Taft hed not 
made its report, and it would not be 
wise to anticipate unfavorable action. 

Judge Leo Rassieur, Missouri mem- 
ber of the resolutions committee, 
made a fiery response to Bourland. 
“I was one of the Missouri electors 
who cast the State's electoral vote 
for President Taft,” he said, “so it 
may be known that there.is no poli- 
tics in my feeling on this matter. 
But how are we to show the exeou- 
tive our opposition to his policy un- 
less we say in plain words that we 
deplore it? The President took five 
months to choose the waterways 
board and then he chose men whose 
public expressions showed them to be 
opposed to the cause for which we 
are fighting.” 

Bourland, much impressed by Judge 
Rassieur’s argument and the ap- 
plause which it brought forth, arose 
and withdrew his motion. But Con- 
gressman Bartholdt of St. Louis im- 
mediately renewed the motion, pro- 
testing vehemently against what he 
termed the mistake of trying to pro- 
mote the waterway improvement by 
doing an injustice to the Predident. — 

Bartholdt’s Praise Brings 

“No abler, fairer, more conservative 
or judicious man has ever occupied 
the chair in the White House,” de- 
clared Bartholdt, but the hisses 
evoked by this statement drowned the 
cheers. He went on to say that it 
was impossible for any one man to 
examine personally all the questions, 
involving the appropriation of mil- 
lions of dollars, that come before the 
President. 

Congressman Rainey, favoring radl- 
cal action, then got the floor. “The 
President deliberately delayed the 
appointment of the waterway board,” 
he charged, “until it was too late for 
the board to take the needed time 
and give the proper consideration to 
the matter.” 

Tyvo Had Reported Against Pian. 

“The waterway board is unfriendly 
to our project,~and the President 
knew it. To prové this, remember 
that the board was to report on the 
needs of commerce in reldtion to the 
waterway, and that the President ap- 
pointed men who stood opposed to our 
movement. In the late 90s two of the 
members of ‘the board, Bixby and 
Townsend, signed a report. stating 
that the demands of commerce did 
not require the channel ; 

“In spite of this, the President 
packed the board against us. He re- 
fused to appoint as one of its mem- 
bers the man who knows more sbout 
our rivers than anyone else on earth, 
Lyman E. Cooley.” 

Gov. Deneen was waiting for an op- 
portunity to reply, and he was ad- 





dréssing the delegates before Rainey 


had taken his seat. 

“If I was the only man in this con- 
vention to do so,” said the TIilinois 
Governor, “I would protest against 
deliberately insulting the President of 
the Unted States. 

“The talk of the man preceding me 
is old, cheap demagogery. I regard 
it as cowardly to condemn a man who 
is not here to answer in his own be- 
half. The rights of petition and re- 
monstrance are old, but petitions and 
remonstrances should be framed in 
manly terms. 


Recalls the Taft Visit. 


“These resolutions assail the man 
who two years ago, by accepting the 
invitation of this convention, attract- 
ed the attention of the whole World to 
this proposal It will be a long time 
before another president will attend a 
waterway convention if we take this 
action. 

“Because President Taft does not 
indulge in demagogery, it seems to be 
popular to seek prominence by assail- 
ing him and by defaming the army 
engineers who have astounded the 
world, 

“There are not so many governors 
and senators here as.there were at 
the last waterway convention. This 
is because we went too far then and 
said that men who did not hold our 
views were traitors. At the next con- 
vention the governors and senators 
are likely to be still fewer.” 

Deneen then turned toward Rainey, 
and said, “I understand this man vot- 
ed for the act under which the board 
was appointed,” 


Deneen and Rainey Face to Face. . 


“I did,’’ responded the Congressman, 
advancing toward the speaker, “‘but I 
did not then expect the President to 
commit the outrage of refusing for five 
months to name the board, end then of 
selecting the only two army engineers 
who had publicly expressed opposition 
to our plan.” 

By this time Deneen and Rainey were 
face to face and. were gesticulating rap- 
idly.

Refusing to longer abide by the 
“dog-in-the-manger policies” or ac- 
cepting the “rainbows of false prom- 
ise and evasion” by which the people 
have been put off in the past; and 
demanding immediate action.

The heaviest engines on the coast divi- 
sion. were brought to Ban Jose and the 
new concrete tie was submitted to the 
4nost rigorous tests, The fasteners also 
worked perfectly. Cars were run over 
the tiles for many weeks in an effort to 
detect flaws, and -.delicate mechanisms 
were installed to test the jar of the 
coaches on concrete ties, as compared 
that on wooden ones.

John C. McKinley Receives 
Clear Majority of Repub- 
lican Votes.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 26.—At the 
recent elettion 171,046 Democrats and 
Republicans failed to vote. on the nom- 
ination of a United States Senator. The 
total Democratic vote for United States 
Senator is 256,382, or 65,844 less than the 
number of votes cast for Gass for Su- 
perintendent of Public Schools. 

The total number of votes cast for 
the Republican candidates for United 
4 States Senator was 211,940, which is 115,- 
222 votes less than were cast for. Frank 
Wightman for Railroad Commissioner. 

John ~ McKinley received more votes 
than all the other candidates on the Re- 
publican senatorial ticket. He received 
127,930, while Frank and other rival can- 
didates received 84,010. McKinley’s plur- 
ality over Frank, the next highest can- 
didate for United States Senator, was 
76,295, which is more than double his 
.plurality over R. C. Kerens two years 
ago.

BUCK CASE :DISCUSSED 


Labor Chiefs Say They Will 
Be Willing Martyrs if They 
Are Imprisoned. 


Samuel Gompers was vesterday elect- 
ed president of the American Federation 
of Labor for the twenty-ninth time. 
Gompers was elected the first president 
of the federation in 1881 and has been re- 
elected each year sjnce, with the excep- 
tion of 1894, when John McBride of the 
mine: workers supplanted him for one 


term. 

Opposition to Gompers by the Social- 
ists did not materialize. He was unan- 
imously re-elected, as were all the other 
officers. 

John Mitchell, former president of the 
United Mine Workers, in accepting re- 
election as a vice-president for the thir- 
teenth time, said that it. would be his 
last term. 

Refers to Buck Decision. 

“The onlyspeason that I Have for ac- 
cepting the office now,” said Mitchell, 
“is that I may have to serve a jail sen- 
tence for my connection with © union 
labor. If it so happens that I must go 
to jail I want to serve my term in pris- 
on as a vice-president of the American 
Federation of Labor.’ 

Mitchell referred to a court order un- 
der which he is sentenced to jail for six 
months for violation of an injunction in 
the Buck Stove and, Range labor fight. 
Gompers was sentenced to one year in 
jail and Secretary Morrison to nine 
months. Their cases are now before the 
United States Supreme Court.

Bloomington, Ill.; secretary, Frank Mor- 
rison, Washington, D. C. - 

Duncan also was elected delegate to 
the international conference to be held 
at Budapest in .1911. William B. Mc- 
Farland of the Carpenters’ Union and 
Daniel J. Tobin, international presi- 
Teamsters’ Union were 
elected fraternal delegates to the. Brit- 
ish labor congress. A hard fight was 
made by his friends to send Owen Mil- 
ler of §t. Louis to England, but he was 
defeated by Tobin. 

Miners Are Admitted, 

After a two-days’ fight, the conven- 
tion -voted to admit the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners to the American Fed- 
eration of Labor on terms to be pre- 
scribed by the Executive Council. The 
giving of a charter to the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners was bitterly opposed 
by the machinists and other organiza- 
tions,, which believe they see in the act 
the downfall of trades’ unionism and the 
coming of industrial unionism. 

Under. the industrial form of organiza- 
tion, all classes of tradesmen employed 
at a mine come under one general juris- 
diction. Under the trades’ unton form 
of organization, others than miners are 
classified in different unions. 

The admission of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners was fought for by 
the United Mine Workers, who also 
have the industrial form of organiza- 
tion. -The United Mine Workers are 
now the strongest power in the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. With the 
admission of the Western Federation 
their power will become almost su- 
preme. 

Atianta Gets Next Session. 

The next convention will be held 
the second Monday in November at 
Atlanta, Ga. Rochester, N. Y., and 
Washington, D. C., also sought the 
1911 convention. 

A resolution for woman suffrage | on. 
was favorably reported by the com- 
mittee and adopted by the convention. 

There was much speculation in the 
latter hours as to whether the next 
convertion. would find Gompers, 
Mitchll and Morrison in jail. 

“We have every hope and expecta- 
tion,” sald Gompers, “that the su- 
preme tribunal of the land will re- 
verse the decision in our cases, but if 
it should turn out to the contrary, 
the sacrifice is one that we do not 
grudge to make for the cause of la- 
bor.”

W. J. ‘BRYAN’S ‘FRIEND 


—Associate Estimates His 
Estate at $750,000. 


Col. Moses. Cc. Wetmore,’ who in his 
youth was so _poor that at the age of 
16 he had to enlist as a Civil War 
soldier to get something to eat, and 


who afterwards. accumulated $1,500,- 
000 as a plug tobacco manufacturer 
in St. Louis, died at St. Luke's Hos- 
pital yesterday at the age of 65, 
leaving a fortune of $760,000. 

This statement as to his wealth 
was made last night by Philip J. 
Heuer, former secretary of the Lig- 
gett. & Myers Tobacco Co., who for 
nearly 25 years was Wetmore’s closest 
confidante. 

Injuries received when he was 
knocked down by a delivery wagon at 
Broadway and Olive street Wednes- 
day afternoon wera the direct cause 
of Wetmore’s death. Only an hour 
before he had dined at the Planters’ 
Hotel with Heur, and discussed his 
financial affairs with him. — 

Factor in Civic, Life. 

“I know exactly what I am talking 
about,” said Heuer. ‘It can be posi- 
tively stated as a fact that Col, Wet- 
more was never worth more than §$1,- 
500,000, and that he lost half his for- 
tune in trying to fight the Tobacco 
Trust and in unfortunate investmeits 
in Indiana oil lands.” 

For nearly 30 years Col. Wetmore 
was a strong factor in the business 
and civic life of St. Louis, and in the’ 
last 15 years he came into national 
prominence through his activity in 
Democratic politics and his unwaver- 
ing support of Wililam Jennings 
Bryan. 

Began as Cigar Salesman. 

He was' financial manager of the 
Demotratic ‘national campaign of 
1908 and in recognition of his ser- 
vices in this capacity he was made a 
member of the..Democratic National 
Committee in ‘February, 1909. 

“I ‘went. to: school a little and 
worked on a farm a good deal more,” 
he used to say.’ “The’farm petered 
out ang at the opening of the Civil 
War my father and I enlisted in the 
Union Army because we were hun- 
gery. We'd have starved if we hadn’t. 
I went in and came out a private.” 

Wetmore: first came to St. Louis in 
the late 60s as a cigar salesman for 
an Eastern house. His talents were 
recognized by Liggett & Myers, then 
in a partnership in the plug tobacco 
business. 

When the Liggett & Myers Tobacco 
Co. was incorporated in 1880 a small 
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block of the stock was given to him 
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the territory of which he had charge. 

With the success of a certain brand 
of tobacco the company a short time | 900. 
later became prosperous and Wet- 
more was on the highway to fortune. 
In 1886 he was made secretary and 
in 1890 vice-president of the com- 
pany. In 1892 he -was elected presi- 
dent. 


Loses Fight on Trust. 


The remarkable prosperity of the : 
Liggett & Myers Tobacco Co, -under }. 


Wetmore’s direction attracted the at- 
tention of the Tobacco Trust, which 
made many overtures toward buying 
out the St. Louls concern. Wetmore 
from the first opposed the sale and 
it was only when he was outvoted 
by the other directors that he con- 
sented to the transfer. 

Heuer says that after the sale of 
the company to the trust Wetmore’s 
wealth amounted to $1,500,000. This 
was in 1899, three years after Wet- 
more first came into political promi- 
nence through his support of Bryan. 

Within a year after the ‘company 
which he had helped to build up was 
turned over tothetrust Wetmore de- 
cided to fight the monopoly almost 
single-handed. He organized the Wet- 
more Tobacco Co. It was a valiant but 
hopeless fight, but through price-cut- 
ting and other methods the trust 
forced the independent company to 
retire from the field in less — eight 
months. 

Temple of Democracy. — 

Several years ago when Col. Wet- 
more’s enthusiasm for Bryan was at 
its height it was ‘stated that he 
had made’ a will in which he  be- 
queathed a large: amount ‘for the 


f building of a Temple of Democracy, 


a structure which should stand for 
all time as a monument to Thomas 
Jefferson. 

“That statement was true,” sald 
Heuer last night. “Col. Wetmore in- 
tended to bequeath $100,000 for that 
purpose,’ but later he changed his 
mind. He made a will which is now 
in effect, but there is nothing in it 
about the.Temple of Democracy.” 

“His only legal heir is his brother, 
Justin J. Wetmore, a New ‘York 
broker: Col. Wetmore never married, 
I understand that he has distant 
relatives in a little town near Van- 
dalia, IIL, where he was born.” 

Col. Wetmore'’s military title was 
gained in. his service from 1890 to 
1893 as colonel of the First. Regiment.

Is Labeled Progressive. 

These, with a mass of minor rec- 
ommendations and the usual refer- 
ence to being at peace with the en- 
tire earth, will be labeled a “‘pro- 
gressive’ program. It will be in- 
tended as notification to the insurgent 
Republicans in beth branches of 
Congress, actively to participate in 
legislation and do their utmost to 
obtain legislation along lines of re- 
form. It will not appeal to the regu- 
lar leaders, such as Aldrich and Hale, 
who will not recognize the insurgents 
except in cases of dire necessity. . Mr, 
‘Aldrich will not lose sleep in.striv- 
ing to enact Mr. Taft's program, be- 
cause he has lost all possible interest 
in it singe he was compelled to an- 
swer Senator Bristow’s charges re- 
lating to the cotton schedule. 

He has not forgiven the President 
for seeking to force a comprehen- 
sive reply to the New York 
World's disclosures concerning. the 
Rubber Trust and Mr. Aldrich’'s 
connection with that great coar- 
poration.

Announces Another Impending Murder ‘and 
Then Says He Will Kill Himself, But 
All Trace Is Lost.

PARIS, Nov, 26.—Reports ef two 
crimes with unusuali features have 
filled the Paris papers this week. 


Both have as a basis unlawful love 
which furnishes the motive for many 
Similar tragedies in France. 

One morning the police received a 
note informing them that Baroness 
Oliver. d’Ambricourt. had been mur- 
dered and that her body would be 
found in the apartment of the writer, 
a captain of marines ef the French 
Navy. Investigation proved the truth 
of the statement. The woman had 
been' poisoned. 

She was well known in Paris as a 
woman of considerable talent as a 
writer, who had been’separated from 
her husband, Baron d’Ambricourt, a 
wealthy Parisian. For several years 
they had been living apart, but the 
woman's friends understood that she 
intended to get a divorce in order to 
marry a rich Parisian merchant. Al- 
though it was known that she was an 
acquaintance of Capt. Meynier it is 
believed that she disliked him. How 
she was inveigled into his apartment 
is a mystery not yet solved. 

In his note to the police, Meynier 
asserted that he intended to take 
vengeance on a third person, un- 
named, after which he would kill 
himself. 


No Trace of Him Found, 
Since receiving the note the police 


have sought for him in vain, although 


that he has been in the streets of 
Paris. 

The Journal publishes what pur- 
ports to be a letter from him saying 
that he had abandoned his intention 
to wreak further vengeance and 
would commit suicide, He escapes 
the police at every turn. Every de- 
tective in Paris has been searching 
for him but no trace of him has been 
found. 

The other mystery concerns the 
death of M. Ranson, a wealthy mer- 
chant, who was found asphyxiated in 
the apartment where he lived with an 
actress. Ransom was married and 
occupies a prominent position.in the 
community.’ A servant in the apart- 
rment noticed an odor of gas and 
awakened the actress. Together they 
went to Ransom’s room and found 
him dead. 

The police were immediately. noti- 
fied and after a short investigation 


arrested the actress, accusing her of’ 


murder. She protested her innocence 
and so far no evidence has been made 
public ineriminating her. She _ as- 
serts that it was either a case of ac- 
cident or suicide.

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drouth may be elsewhere, not alone 
in Missouri, but all over the country. 

Such proved to be the case in the se- 
vere dry spell of 1899, when there was 
only a third of a.crop of everything in 
the Central States.<~In that year the’ 
Ozark counties came nobly to the front 
and tried to make up for the shortage 
elsewhere, not alone for fruit and vege- 
tables, but also for wheat, corn and oth-. 
er staples. 

In the last season the late heavy 
frosts of the spring nipped most of the 
peaches in the bud in North Missouri, 
in Illinois, in Iowa, Nebraska and other 
states to the north, east and west, and 
striously ihjured other. varieties of 
fruit. In the Ozark counties this was 
not the case. Howel!, Oregon, Christian, 
Greene, Barton, Jasper, Barry, McDon- 
ald, Ozark, Bollinger, Webster, Wright, 
Ripley, Lawrence and other counties 
had one of the lurgest and best crops 
of elberta peaches South Missouri has 
ever experienced. The production of ap- 
ples, grapes, strawberries and other 
fruit was equally as large, as good and 
as valuable. 

On returns from the railroads and: 
steamboat tines of Missouri and re- 
ports from county buyers and shippers, 
Supervising Statistician A. T. Edmon- 
ston of the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
has figured that the 1909 vegetable crop 
of the 114 counties of Missouri was 
worth $11,346,708, and the fruit crop, in 
round numbers, $10,000,000. Early esti- 
mates for 1910 indicate that this year 
saw even a@ more valuable production of 
these two classes of commodities and 
that the worth of the crops, when all 
returns are in, will closely approach 
$24,000,000. 

In the 1910 Red Book, Commissioner 
Hiller goes deeply into details on -the 
1909 Missouri production of fruit and 
vegetables, devoting a chapter to each. 
These articles are as follows: 


Tae 1908 Fruit Crop. : 
A consefvative estimate on the value 


of all varieties of fruit produced in Mis- 
sourt.in a favorable year places the 
value at $10,000,000. In late years our 
large red apples, luscious watermelons, 
choice elberta peaches, tasty damson 
Plums, and red, sweet, tart and tempt- 
ing strawbérries, which are in demand 
all over the country, have brought 
much fame and many sheckels for the 
horticulturists of ‘the State. ' 

With an abundance of the'soil so nec- 
essary for fruit of the varieties just 
mentioned in every county, and climate 
which is generally just the kind needed 
for prolific productions, there is no rea- 
son why the annual output should not 
be twice as great as it now is,;and the 
worth $20,000,000. Railroad and other 
returns for 1909 show that the surplus 
fruit of the State of that year sold for 
$6,563,635. In value of the amount placed 
pn the. market, St. Louis County led 
with $822,250; Buchanan County was sec- 
ond with $351,545, and Nodaway County 
third with $322,583.

“The abolitio. of the Interscholastic 
League is one of the worst blows that 
could have landed on football in this 
city,”” declared Father Danihy, athletic 
director of St. Louis University, to the 
Post-Dispatch.

PRAISES EUROPEAN ROADS- 


James Schwabacher of San Francisco, 
who is closing his Buropean tour in his 
Chalmers “40” touring car, writes to a 
San Francisco friend from Sweden: 

“I havé covered nearly 10,000 miles 
with the car and no repairs have been 
made and I am still traveling on the 
sante tires ‘which came over the At- 
lantic on. the car. 

“All the: main roads oyer here, with 
the exception of a few in Italy, are 
splendid. One of the most difficult but 
picturesque tours I made was Simiplon 
Pass. This road was built by Napoleon 
I, and for wild and grand Alpine scen- 
ery there is nothing to equal it in 
Europe. At one point the road rises to 
an elevation of over 7000 feet above the 
sea level, and when I crossed here the 
ground was pretty well covered with 
snow. There are 613 bridges along this 
route, crossing numerous — and nar- 


row gorges. 


“The speed officers over here are very 
liberal-minded fellows, with the excep- 
tion of those in Switzerland. There it 
ls almost impossible to drive along a 
dozen miles, no matter how slowly and 
carefully, without being’ held up by a 
Swiss highway guard. From Sweden I 
expect to visit Holland and Belgium 
and later Paris,,where I join my folks.”

'New Militia Bill Also Provides

BERLIN, Nov. 26.—The new five- 
year military bill to be acted upon 
by the present Reichstag provides for 
the gradual increase of the army by 
10,875 common soldiers.
